Prince of that time. Accordingly lie went into that 
Kingdom with a very noble Equipage, and was well 
receiv d of the King.

The Queen was altogether aſtoniſh'd 
at che greatneſs. of her Anſwer, and was of opinion 
the King had ſpoke too ſparingly of her Wiſdom and 
Diſcretion, Then his Majeſty call'd her Father and 
Mother to him, who joyfully fubmicted themſelves to 
his pleaſure. Then he calls for Perdicano a fine young 
Gentleman, tho' of a mean Eſtate, and makes him 
marry Liſa. Both the King and Queen gave magnifi- 
cent Preſents to the new-married Couple, beſides the 
Government of two Countries that brought in very 
conſiderable Revenues. Then ſays the King, Perdicano 
we give you theſe Territories as a Dowry with your 
Wife, and you ſhall ſee what we will do further for 


you, it you prove a good Husband to her. As for 


you, Madam, quoth he to Liſa, tis now high time you 
give me what 1 deſir'd of you; ſo taking her Head 
between his Hands, he kiſſes her Forehead. The 
Wedding was celebrated with mutual joy and ſatisfa- 
ction. The King kept his Promiſe to the Lady, always 
bore the Name of her Knight, and never perform d 
any Acts of Chivalry, but he wore the Device ſhe ſent 
him. By ſuch Actions as theſe, Princes gain the Hearts 
of their Subjects, are a Pattern of Vertue, and acquire 
immortal Fame and Honour. It were to be wiſh'd, 
ſuch Noble and Illuſtrious Characters were more com- 


mon; and that Cruelty, Oppreſſion and Tyranny were 


more rarely to be met with among Crown d Hea ds. 
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| Sophronia, thinking her ſelf Wife of Giſippus, was really 


married to Titus Quintus Fulvius, who carried her to 


Rome. Some time after Giſippus came thither being 


bim, confeſs d himſelf guilty of '« Murder, that be might 
net live in Miſery. After be was condemn'd; Titus knew 


bim, and acquitted bim by accuſing bimſelf. © The Mur 


 derer ſurpris'd at this genewons Friendſhip,” confeſs d the 
whole matter himſelf. Exfar was extremely pleas d with 
theſe noble Actions, and parden d the Criminab, out f res

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IN the time of Octavius Cæſar, before he had the 
1 Title of Augaſtus, but govern'd the Empire in part 
as one of the Triumviri, Publius Quintus Fulvius;a noble 
Citizen of Rome, had a Son nam'd Titas Quintus Ful- 
vius, Who was a very hopeful and promiſing young 
Gentleman. His Father ſent him to Arbens, to ſtudy 
Philoſophy, and gave him Letters of Recommenda- 
tion to an Old Friend and Acquaintance of his, whoſe 
Name was Chremes, He took him into his Houſe, and 
put him to be Educated under Ariſtippus the Philoſo- 
pher, with his own Son, who was much about the 
ſame Age. There happen d to be ſuch an agreeable- 
neſs of Temper and Inclination, between theſe two 
young Gentlemen, that by a ſort of Sympathy they 
contracted fo intimate a Friendſhip, that nothing but 
Death was able to diſſolve. They were never pleas'd 
but when they were together, and .it ſeem'd almoſt 
impoſſible for them to live aſunder. Being both Per- 
logs of gary Genius's, they made ſuch a Proficiency 
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reduc d to great neceſſity, and believing Titus bad deſpis'd 
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in the Study of Philoſophy, that they were admir'd 
by ail who had any Delicacy of Taſt, or were true 
Lovers of Learning. Old Chremes' was ſo extremely 
pleas d to ſee this intire Amity, that he made no diffe- 
rence between them, but lov'd them both with equal 
Tenderneſs. For three years together they liv'd in this 
mutual Comfort and Satisfaction; but no Sublunary 
Happineſs being durable, and Men being aptꝭto forget 
the End for which they were born, if God thro his infi- = 
nite Wiſdom, did not mix their Proſperity with ſome "7 
Adverſity, ſo Chremes in a good old Age, chang'd this 
Life for a better. The Son and his Friend were both 
exceedingly afflicted, and it was impoſſible to ſay. 
which had moſt occaſion for Conſolation. Some time 
after, Giſippus s Relations (for that was Chremes's Son's. 
name) came to ſee him, and in his Friends Preſence: 
advis d him to Marry. They propos d a young Lady 
of Athens to him, whoſe Name was Sopbronia; ſhe had 
both Wit and Beauty, was deſcended of a very good 
Family, and was not much above Fifteen. Giſippus 
lik d the offer very well, and juſt as the Marriage was 
upon Concluſion, defir'd his Friend to go along with 
him to ſee his Miſtreſs, for he had not yet ſeen her. 
| Titus, on converſing with her, found ſuch a delicacy 
of Soul in her, and ſaw ſhe was ſo perfect a Beauty, 
| nay ſuch an univerſal Combination of all Perfections, 
that his Paſſion grew ſo violent for her, that itexceed- 
ed all Thought or Expreſſion. When he was alone 
he could do nothing but think of her, and the more 
he thought of her, the more it augmented his Paſſion. 
He conſider d nevertheleſs what a horrid Ingratitude 
it was in him to be Rival to ſo dear a Friend as:Gi/eppus- 
whom he lov'd as his own Soul, and that made him 
endeavour all he could to ſtifle the exorbitant Flame. 
What a vile Wretch am I crys he? What is become 
of my reaſon? Am not I infinitely obligd to Chremes 8 
Family and is not Gifppu my dear and boſom Frend ©.

Will my honour ſuffer me to deal thus baſely with 
him ? And ought not I to have the ſame reſpect for 
Sopbronia, as if the were my own Siſter? Sure I ought: 
to ſhake off this blind Paffion which leads me thus out 
of the way, and this falſe hope which ſo ſtrangely de- 
ludes me. Have not I reaſon ſufficient to moderate 
theſe extravagant deſires, and divert my thoughts ano- 
ther way? L ought to deſtroy this Paſſion in its Birth, 
and then I ſhall obtain a glorious Victory. My deſires 


are neither honourable nor reaſonable. Beſides, the 


ſucceſs is not certain; but if it were, I ought not to 
ſacrifice this fooliſh-Love to my Duty and Friendſhip. 
This was what Reaſon requir'd of him, and if he could 
have forgot Sopbronia, he might have continu'd firm 
in his Reſolution; but as often as ſhe came in his 
mind, ſhe ſeem'd ſo charming and amiable to him, that 
his Soul was fill'd with quite contrary Reflections, and 
which made him fty out into Raprures. The Laws of 
Love, fays he, are too powerful to ſuffer the leaſt con- 
troul ; they not only tranſcend all Humane, but even 
the Divine Laus themfielves. Have not we often 


ſeen Fathers in Love with their own Daughters; 
Brothers with their own Siſters 5 Mothers in Law with 


their Sons in Law? How much more then is it excu- 
ſable in a Friend to love his Eriends Miſtreſs? I am 
young, and Youth has an indiſputable Title to Love, 
and ought to be guided by its Dictates, leaving old 
Folks to be govern'd by their own rigid Maxims. So- 
pbronia is belov'd and admir'd by all that ſee her, and 
how ſtupid and inſenſible fhould I then be, ſhould I 
not be warm'd by the Rays of her Beauty. I don't love 
her becauſe ſhe is 'Gifppuys Miſtreſs ; I ſhould love 
her, if ſhe were anothers. Tis only the fault of For- 
tune that has beſtow d the Object of my Affection on 
my Friend rather than any other. In regard her Beau- 
ty peremptorily demands Love and Reſpect, . Gifppus 
ought to be glad tis rather me, than any other, that 


pay 
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pay her this Tribute. At other times Reaſon got the 
Afcendency, and Love ſeem'd quite vanquiſh'd : Thus 
Love and Reaſon ftriving for Maſtery, he ſpent not 
only the following night in Doubts and Anxieties,but 
many more. He could neither Eat nor Sleep, and ac 
laft grew ſo weak, and fell into ſuch a languifhing 
condition, that he was fore d to Keep his Bed. Gi/ippar, 
for ſome days together, came to fee him, but ar laſt, 
finding he grew very bad, he was fo extremely con- 
cern'd at it, that he would not ftir from his Bed-ſide, 
He endeavour'd all he could to comfort him, and ear- 
neſtly preſs'd him to tell him what made him ſo me- 
lancholy and dejeRed, and what had been the occaſi- 
on of his Sickneſs. Titus makes a great many frivolous 
Excuſes, but avoids telling him the true reaſon, which 
Gifippus perceiving, he urg'd him more than ordinary, 
which forc'd abundance of Sighs and Tears from him, 
and then he deliver'd himſelf in the following manner. 
Dear Giſippus, Death would be the moſt welcome thing 
to me in the World, if it were but the pleaſure o 
Heaven. Fortune has reduc'd me to a cruel extremity, 
to make tryal of my Conſtancy and Vertue ; and to 
my great grief, I find, they are not able to ſtand the 
Teſt. I have nothing to comfort me, but hopes that 
Death will ſpeedily deliver me from the inſupportable 
remembrance of my Treachery and Puſillanimity. I 
ought not to conceal any thing from you, my dear 
Friend, but cannot without the greateſt Reluctancy 
tell you, that after you carried me to ſee Sopbronia, I 
preſently had a great conflict within my felf 5 Love 
contended with Duty and Friendſhip, and notwith - 
ſtanding all the ſuccours Reaſon brought to my Re- 
lief, Love got the day. The Contentions of the Soul 
are more fatal to a Man of Senſe than the moſt bloody 
Battles. In Juſtice I muſt condemn my felf. The re- 
collecting the ingratitude and baſeneſs of my Action 
is ſo intolerable to me, char tho T ſenſibie it ay . 
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colt. me my life, I ſhould. very gladly embrace Death 
to free me from this inſupportable miſery. If *twere 
only to lay down my own lite, ſays Giſipps, .to ſave 
yours, I ſhould not deſire any time to conſider, but in 
regard Sophronia is the Perſon in diſpute, it will deſerve 
ſome mature deliberation,: Pray, ſays Titus, do not 
offer in the leaſt to deliberate about the matter. I did 
not diſcover my Caſe to you, to expect any comfort 
or redreſs ; but only to tell you I can die contented, 
ſince tis for the two Perſons I love moſt in the whole 
World. Altho* you have ſo much goodneſs and gene- 
roſity as to endeavour my Cure, I know well tis not 
in your power. All the Favour I beg of you, and 
which is all you are capable of doing for me, is that 
you would permit me, poor unfortunate Wretch, to 
die contentedly, which I ſhall do, when I find it will 
contribute any thing to your Happineſs ; but it would 
infinitely. augment my, miſery ſhould imagine I could 
coſt you the leaſt melancholy Reflection. Gi/ippus 
could not forbear weeping to ſee his Friend ſo deje- 
&ed, or it may be, to conſider the only way to reco- 
ver him would coſt him ſo very dear; yet, after ſome 
ſerious thoughts, he was of opinion he ought to va- 
lue his Friends Life more than his Miſtreſs, therefore 
ſays, dear Titus, if you were not ſo very ill, as I ſee 
you are, I could not. forbear being angry with you. 
I never in my whole life kept a Secret from you, and 
now you have conceal d your Paſſion from me, which 
is a manifeſt violation qf our Friendſhip. - It will not 
be ſufficient to ſay, becauſe your Paſſion was not juſt 
and honeſt, you durſt not declare it to me. Friends 
ought to communicate the bad as well as the good; 
and as they oblerye the generous Actions of each 
other with pleaſure and ſatisfaction, ſo ought they 
endeavour to eradicate, what ever is repugnant ta. 
Honour and Vertue. I do not in the leaſt wonder 
you loye Sopbronia; I ſhould much more admire if ſa 
I, | nige 
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nice an obſerver of Vertue and Beauty as you are, 
mould not. The Paſſion you have for her is conſe- 
quently juſt and reaſonable; and whereas you com- 
plain of Fortune for deſigning her for my Wife, 
that which you eſteem ſo great a misfortune, is the 
greateſt happineſs could befal you. If the Gods had 
beſtow'd her on any other beſides my ſelf, you might 
have been without hopes of ever enjoying het, bur 
you may expect other matters from me, if you do but 
believe I am as much your Friend as I really am. I 
never had any thing in my Life, but what was yours 
as much as my own, ſo that if my Marriage with So- 
pbronia had gone fo far I could not have reſinquiſnt it, 
1 ſhould have us'd you in that Affair as I have con- 
ſtantly done in All others; but matters are not ſo far 
carried yet, but I can ſurrender her to you, which 1 
now tell you Fam reſolvd to do. Lou put but a fmall 
value on my Friendſhip, if in a thing I can honou- 
-rably do, you think I would not ſacrifice my own In- 
"tereſt to yours. I muſt on indeed I am contracted 
to Sopbronia, and that I intirely love her, but in regard 
your Paſſion exceeds mine, as being the better Judge 
of her great merits, you may depend upon it, I will 
ſurrender up all my intereſt in her to you. Shake off 
therefore this deſponding melancholy which ſo waſts 
and conſumes you; be couragious and brisk that you 
may recover, and be ſatisfied you ſhall receive the 
joyful recompence, which I cannot without being ſor- 
did refuſe, in return to the moſt generous friendſhip 
that ever was. This Diſcourſe put Titus into new 
Conſternation, and when he began to be all Rapture 
on the agreeable hopes of enjoying his fair Miſtreſs, 
the conſideration of the greatneſs of his Friends Ge- 
neroſity filbd him with Confuſion ;and Reaſon oblig'd 
him to own the greater the Preſent Giſippus made him 
was, the more he was oblig'd' not to accept it. Tears 
flow'd from his Eyes in ſuch abundance that RO 
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hardly utter theſe few words, Your unparallel'd Gene- 
roſity, Giſppus, loudly, tells me my Duty. The ſame 
Friendſhip you ſay opliges you to make me this offer, 
Lam ſure more ſtrongly enforces me to refuſe it. The 


Gods are wiſe, ang e ee never have deſtin d 
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Titus was much aſham'd to conſent, yet the Importu- 
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ities of his Love, and the earnelt Solicitations of his 
Friend at laſt prevail'd againſt all his Reſolutions, and 
in a, manner which plainly demonſtrated the Anguiſh 
and Perplexity he laboured.under; he anſwer'd; My 
Dear Giſppus, if Lcomply with, your deſires, and ac- 
cept what you ſay you ſo heartily wiſh, 'ris with the 
groaeeſt reluctancy bee your Generoliyis ſo exceſ- 
ye, I ſhould be the molt unwoxthy Wretch alive, 
ſhould I {till continue obſtinatè, I ſhall always have 
ſuch. a grateful remembrance of theſe great and ge- 
nerous Acts of Friendſhip, that ſhalt not only acknow- 
ledge the eternal obligations you Have laid upon mie 
to love you above all mankind, but alſo beyond my 
own life. You, have had more pity and compaſſion for 
me, than I have had for my own {elf ; and my heartieſt 
Prayer is, the Gods may prolong my life. till ſuch 
Ace I ſhall be in a condition to convince you I am 
ſenſible what great Obligations you have laid upon 
me, tho I ſhall never be able to make ſufficient com- 
penſation. Nothing remain d now but to find out an 
Expedient to accompliſh their Deſign., Giſippus pro- 
Fanz which, was very well approv'd of. Sophronza, 
lays he, is ſo firmly Contracted to me, that ſhould I 
openly refuſe to have her, I ſhould, without diſpute, 
_ cauſe an eternal Feud betwixt her Relations and mine. 
But I ſhould be very willing to venture all that, if I 
thought it but a ſecure way to make you Maſter of 
her ; however, I rather fear her Friends will take it 
ſo ill of me, that they'll preſently diſpoſe of her to 
ſomebody elſe, and in concluſion. we ſhall only find 
I have loſt her, and you have never gain d her; I 
therefore think it more adviſeable to pretend to carry 
on matters as I have begun. I'll marry her, keep the 
| Wedding-day, bring her home to my Houſe, and then 
well contrive matters ſo that you ſhall bed her at 
night, as if ſhe were your own Wife. When we find 
A tx. opportunity, we II declars the buſinels publicity, 
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and if her Friends and Relations are ſatisfy'd with 
what is done, ſo much the better, if not, let them help 

_ themſelves as they can. As ſoon as Titus was pretty 
well again,Gi//ppus Marties Sophronia, and keeps a very 


noble and ſplendid Wedding, After the Ladies had 
put the Bride to Bed, they all withdrew, and Titugs 
Chamber being next to that of Gifppus, upon account 
of their intimate Friendſhip, and contriv'd with à ſe- 
cret paſſage from onè to t other; Giſppus puts out all 
the Lights, and goes ſoftly to his Friends Chamber, 
bidding him go to bed to the Bride. Titus much aſhanvd 
to be thus out- done in Generoſity, at firſt made ſome 
ſcruple. But Gifippms whoſe Soul was all made up of a no- 
ble Compoſicion, without the leaſt Alloy, ſoon prevail' 
on him to comply, When Tus 285 into bed, he em- 
brac'd the Bride, and ſpeaking ſoftly, askt her if ſhe 
were willing to be his Wife. The Lady taking him WW * 
all the while for Gifippu, preſently anſwers, Les. I am NC 
very willing Tm ſure; to be your Husband, quoth I Þ- 
Titus, and ſo taking a Ring of great value off his Fing- ſit 
Er, puts it on hers. Thus was the Marriage compleatly th 
conſummated, the never knowing bur ic was Gifppus i w 
that lay with her. This continuing for ſome time, tie 
Tituss Father dies, and he receives Letters from Rome, ca 
which inform'd him it was abſolutely neceſſary for him in 
to haſten thither, to look after His Affairs. The oc- th 
caſion being very urgent, he refolv'd to make alt poſ- by 
ſible Haſt, and take Sophronia along with him, but this th 
he neither could, nor ought to do, without declaring ce 
how matters ſtood. Both he and Giſippus thought it I p- 
adviſeable, firſt to acquaint her wich it. She would Q 
not be perſuaded to give the leaft credit to what they I a! 
told her; yet at laſt Titus convinc'd her by ſo many te 
ſecrer Proofs, that it put her into extraordinary I Al 
Amazement and Confuſion. She vented her Paffion P 
in Tears for ſome time, then reproach'd Gifippus for tc 
his baſe Ulage towards her; and went at ä 4 
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her Father and Mother, and related the whole Story, 
All her Relations were ſoon acquainted wit the trick 
had been put upon her, which provok'd them extreme- 
ly.Gifppus's Friends were alſo very angry. Hard words 
paſs d on both ſides, and Giſippus bore the blame of all. 
Sophronia's Kindred thinking themſelves the moſt in- 
jur'd, were conſequently the moſt clamorous, and 
ſaid Gilippus was not only much to blame, but aſſo de- 
ſerv'd ſevere Puniſhment for what he had done. Gi. 
ſippus juſtified his Action, alledging, Sophronia's Friends, 
inſtead of blaming, ought to thank him for having 
been the occaſion of marrying her to a far more de- 
ſerving Perſon than himſelf, When Titus ſaw how 
matters went, he was much troubled, yet at laſt conſi- 
dering the humour of the Greeks, which was to make 
a mighty ſtir and noiſe, when they met with little or 
no oppoſition ; and on the contrary, were Men of 
baſe and abject Spirits, where they found the leaſt re. 
ſiſtance, he reſoly'd, at the ſame time, to ſhow both 
the Courage of a Roman, and the Wir of an Athenian, 
wherefore deſiring both Gifppus, and Sophronia's Rela- 
tions to meet him in one of their Temples at a cer- 
rain hour; he addreſſes himſelf to them in the follow- 
ing manner. Tis the opinion of ſome Philoſophers, 
that we Mortals do nothing, but what 1s preordain' 
by the immortal Gods ; from whence they conclude, 
that whatever we do is purely the effect of a fatal Ne- 
ceflity. Others determine it only to things alread 
paſs d. Now if we feriouſly conſider either of theſs 
Opinions, 'twill evidently appear they who condemn 
any Action is done, or cannot be prevented, do pre- 
tend to be more wiſe than the Gods themſelves, whom 
all Men ought to believe infallible. What Folly, What | 
Preſumption, What raſh Madneſs is this, to pretend 
to abrogate the Acts of the immortal Gods ? And yet 
vou your ſelves, Gentlemen, are theſe very raſh, pre- 
ſumptuous Perſons, if what is reported be true, that 
5 55 von 
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you exclaim againſt my Marriage with Sophronia, whom 
you thought married to Giſppus, never conſidering the 
immortal Gods had deſtin'd her to be my Wife. But 
not to dive into the myſterious Secrets o Providence, 
whoſe methods are impracticable to find out, I'll con- 
fine my ſelf to fuch Matters as are cognizable by hy. 
man Reaſon. I ſhall be here oblig d to do two things 
very much againſt my own natural Temper, that is, to 
ſpeak in my own praiſe, and cenſure others; but in 
regard the nature of my Caſe requires it of me, and 
that my whole deſign is only to evince the truth, I 
mall proceed. Your Complaints Gentlemen are rather 
the effects of Rage than Reaſon. You are continu- 
ally reproaching Giſippus, becauſe he generouſly parted 
with a Lady, whom you deſign'd for his Wife. The 
Action nevertheleſs deſerves the higheſt Commendati- 
on for ſeveral Reaſons. Becauſe Firft, he has herein 
perform'd a moſt noble Act of Friendſhip. And Second- 
ly, he has acted more wiſely than you your ſelves did. 
I ſhall not at preſent examine what Duties and Obli- 
gations Friendſhip bop: upon us, but content my ſelf 
with telling you the Bonds of it are generally more 
ſtrong than thoſe of Kindred, We chooſe our Friends 
our ſelves, but cannot chooſe our Kindred, receiving 
them from the hands of blind Fortune. Be not ſur- 
priz'd then, if Giffppus, being my dear Friend, has 
eſteem'd my life preferable to your good will or word. 
But farther ; Giſppus has ated more wiſely than you 
your ſelves have done. You gave Sopbronia to him, 
; res a young Man and a Philofopher; and he has 
beſtow'd her on a young Man, and as good a Philo- 
ſopher as himſelf. You gave her to an Athenian, and 
he has confer'd her on a Roman. You gave her to a 
Gentleman of a good Family,and he has given her to 
ene of a more noble Deſcent. You gave her toa rich 
Man,; and he has given her to one far richer. You gave 
ber to one that did not much affect her, and he has 
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diſpos d of her to one that loves her beyond his life. 
He is indeed an Athenian, and I a' Roman, but I hope, 
no Perſon here will pretend to put thoſe two Cities 
in competition. Rome is an independent free City, 
Athens a tributary one. Rome is Miſtreſs of the whole 
World, whilft Athens is under her Juriſdiction. Rome 
is juſtly fam'd for Arms, extent of Empire, and all 
ſorts af polite Learning, whereas Arbens is only re- 
markable for a little Philoſophy. Seeing me a Student 
here in an indifferent Equipage, you may perhaps 
imagine I am but of a mean obſcure Family; but let 
me inform you, I have many Houſes and publick 
places, adorn d with the Statues of my Anceſtors; and 
i you conſult our Annals you'll find the Qxintii often 
receiv'd the honour of Triumph. Time it telf has not 
been able to deface the glory of our Family ; tis ſtill 
famous, and now more celebrated than ever. I forbear 
mentioning my Eſtate, being of opinion the antient 
Romans generous Contempt of Wealth was their great- 
eſt Riches. But if you are of a contrary Opinion, and 
ſer a great value on the Goods of Fortune, give me 
leave to tell you I am rich without either Ambition or 
Avarice. I know well, Giſippus being your fellow-Citi- 
zen, you made choice of him, thereby to add greater 
Intereſt to your Party, he being capable of doing you 
dervice; but cannot I do as much for you at Rome, as 
he at Athens 2 Why ſhould you not believe, that you 
ſhall find me a hearty and zealous Friend, a Protector, 
ready on all occaſions to do you both publick and pri- 
vate Services? Upon all theſe conſiderations I may 
juſtly conclude Giſippus has acted more wiſely than you. 
Sophronia is well married to Titus Quinius Fulvins, of, 
an antient and noble Family, a rich Citizen of Rome, 
and Friend to Giſppus; therefore thoſe that think ill 
of it, neither judge according to Reaſon, nor conſider 
what they think. You will ſay, perhaps, if Titus had

thank him for providing ſo well for this. I did not 

marry Sophronia clandeſtinely, out of any diſhonou- 

Table intent to bring a Scandal on your Family, as you 
inſinuate. I was charm'd with her Beauty and Ver- 

tue, and fearing I ſhould meet with a denial if I pro- 

ceeded in the uſual way, I made uſe of this innocent

At his Arrival he found his Friend alive, and in great I ** 


Eſteem, ſo got before his Houſe, and tarried till he 4 
came home. Gi/ippus was in ſo miſerable a Condition 
he durſt not diſcover himſelf or ſpeak to Titus, bes 
did all he could to make him take notice of him, be- 
ing fully perſuaded if he did but call him to mind, 
he would certainly ſend for him; however Titus went 
by and never minded him. Gi/ippus fancying he ſaw 
him, but ſcorn'd to own him, went away over-- 


fider'd what he had formerly done for him. Night 
came on, and Giſippus having eat nothing all that 
Day, happen'd to ſee an old ruin'd Houſe, in a very 
obſcure and unfrequented Part of the City.

He did not long 
deliberate on the Matter, but reſoly'd to ſave his Life 
let the Event be what it would, and finding there was 


no other Way than by accuſing himſelf, he imme- , - 


diately ſaid, noble Prætor, releaſe the Priſoner you 
have condemn'd, he is innocent, it is I only am guil- 
ty. I have provok'd the Gods ſo much already, by -- 
committing this Murder, that I dare not let this Inno- 
cent Perſon ſuffer the Puniſhment which is the juſt . 
Demerit of my Crime. Varro was mightily ſurpriz d 
when he heard this, and could have heartily wiſh'd | 


it had not been ſo publick. There was no Remedy ; | 


now left, he could not help putting the Laws in Exe- 
cution; he therefore ſends for Giſippus to be brought 
back and ſays to him; how came you ſo infatuated as 
to confeſs your ſelf guilty af a Capital Crime you never 
committed? You ſaid you did this Murder, and yet 
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here's another owns it. Giſippus looking about, ſaw; 
Titus, and pteſently imagind out of their antient 
Friendſhip, he had accus'd himſelf to ſave him. He 
could not forbear weeping for Joy that his Friend had 
not forgot him; and when he had a little recover'd 
himſelf, replies, Noble Prætor, Tis I alone am the 


> 


Murderer, and Tituss Compaſſion comes too late to 
ſave my Life. Then Titus told the Prætor, Giſippus was 
a Stranger, and found in the Place, where the Mur- 
der was committed, without Arms; that there was 
not the leaſt Probability he was guilty of it; but ra- 
ther that the miſerable Condition he was reduc'd to 
had made him deſire Death, and lay hold of that Op- 
portunity to put an End both to his Life and Miſe- 
ry ; therefore demanded Giſppus might be acquitted 
as Innocent, and himſelf ſuffer the Puniſhment as 
Guilty. The Strangeneſs, and unheard of Novelty of 
a Diſpute on a Subject of this Nature ſtruck all the 
Audience with Amazement, and made the Prætor 
himſelf begin to think they were both Innocent; ſo 
as he was conſidering how he might honourably acquie

no need to ſay any Thing in his Defence, his Repu- 
tation is a ſufficient Apology for him, I therefore ham- 


bly beſeech you to dilcharge them, and paſs the 
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Sentence on. me, which my Crme has juſtly deſerv'd..” 
02vius Ceſar hearing of this extraordinary Accident, 
was deſirous to examine the matter himſelf, that he © 
might know why they were all ſo willing to ſuffer 
death. When each had declat d his particular reaſon, 
Ceſar was ſo extremely pleas d, that he preſently diſ- 
miſs d the two Innocents, and pardon d the Maleſa- 
cor on their accounts. Titas took Giſippas home with i! 
him, and after he had modeſtly, and ina friendly man- 
ner, chid him for repoſing ſo little truſt in him, em- 
brac'd him, and gave him a thouſand welcomes. Then 
he brought him to Sopbronia, who receiv'd him witn 
as much joy as if he had been her own Brother. Titur 
gave him half his Eſtate, and married him to his Si- 
ſter Fulvia. e ſpent the remainder of his days in 
Rome, and liv d very happily with his Wife, his Friend,

be neat and genteel, and you are now a great way 
from your Wives. The Cyprians were extraordinarily 
ſurpriz'd at her Generoſity, and by the richneſs of 
the Preſents, were afraid they had been diſcover d. 
Then ſays one of them, Madam, Theſe Pretents are 
too valuable for us to accept, but in regard you lay 
your Commands on us, we dare not be ſo rude 2 0 
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refuſe them. Her Husband coming in, ſhe takes her 


leave, and goes out to give every one of their Servants 


ſomething ſuitable to their Stations. Torello prevail d 
on them to ſpend the reſt of the day with him, ſo 
putting on their new-preſented Cloths, they went on 
Horſe back to ſee the City, and at their return were 
nobly entertain d at Supper. Next morning, 28 


reſolvd to proceed on their Journey, Torello provide 


freſh Horſes for them and their Servants. As they rode 


along, Saladin told his Compamons he never ſaw or 


heard of a more accompliſh'd and generous Perſon 


than this Torello ; and if Chriſtian Kings were ſuch for 


Princes as he was for a Gentleman, he ſhould not be 
able to withſtand one of them, much leſs all thoſe 


that were preparing againſt him. Torello and ſeveral 


of his Friends waited on them ſome miles out of 
Town, and Saladin took leave of him with a Heart 


deeply ſenſible of his generous Hoſpitality.

carried him to his Siſter. One cannot imagine but 
this Tryal went very near to her: to take an inno- 


cent Infant out of the Arms of a Mother naturally ten- 


der, muſt needs be next to tearing out her very Heart: 
et ſtill ſhe ſubmitted as ſhe had before done. The 
arqueſs was too well acquainted with the Affection 
his Wife bore her Children, to attribute her parting 
with them to any indifference ſhe had for them ; on 


the contrary he knew it to be the effect of her Obe- 


dience and Submiſſion, which he was well ſatisfied 
was the Principle of all her Actions, tho' his conduct 
Thow'd him quite otherwiſe. ' A few days after he 
comes and tells her her Children were dead.
